TEXTS 
OF COMMUNICATIONS 


SENT ALL BELLIGERENTS 


To Learn How Near the Haven of 


Peace May be for Which All 


Mankind Longs. 
— 


President Wilson's notes to the bel- 


ligerents before Xmas are as follows, 
the texts of the notes begin identi- 
caly: 


"The

States has instructed me to suggest 
to the (here is inserted the name of 
the government addressed) a course 
of action with regard to the present 
war which he hopes that the govern- 
ment will take under consideration 
as suggested in the most friendly 
spirit, and as coming not only from 
a friend, but also as coming from the 
representative of a neutral nation 
whose interests have been most seri- 
ously affected by the war, and whose 
concern for its 
early conclusion 


arises out of a manifest necessity to 
determine how best to safeguard 
those interests if the war is to con- 
tinue." 


To tha Caatnd Empire*. 


At this point the texts vary. In 


the notes to the Central Powers this 
paragraph follows next: 


"The suggestion which I am in- 


structed to make the President has 
long had it in mind to offer. He is 
somewhat embarrassed to offer it at 
this particular time because it may 
now seem to have been prompted to 
a desire to play a .part an-cqnnection 
with the recent overtures of "the Cen- 
tral Powers. It has, in fact, been in 
no way suggested by them in its ori- 
gin and 'the President would have de- 
layed offering it until those overtures 
had been independently answered but 
for the fact that it also concerns the 
question of peace and may best be 
considered in connection with other 
proposals which have the same end

The aim of those interested 
In 


river regulation in Pennsylvania is 
to obtain the fullest possible use of 
the waters of the state. 
The pri- 


mary object is to prevent tbe dam- 
age caused by floods, but in this 
connection the waste of a valuable 
supply of water is apparent 
The 


next legislature is to be asked to 
take some definite step looking to- 
ward the complete utilization of the 
state's water resources, to turn them 
into the asset Nature intended them 
to be and to stop all waste and dam- 
age. 


It IB known that there Is an aver- 


age of some seventy million-million 
cubic feet of water running off to the 
sea from the surface of the United 
States annually. 
The possibilities 


of beneficial use of this vast supply 
are difficult to more than vaguely 
conceive. 
Complete utilization of all 


the value in water is, of course, im- 
practicable and there are those will 
scout at the idea of even attempting 
the attainment of so vast an ideal. 
Tat some believe that the problem 
is Just this—a complete inventory of 
water resources, a consideration of

Ta obtain atream control and all

am Fammrylvanla tbe opportunity Is 
at hand for the next legislature to 
take the initiative in bringing aboat 
tbJe co-operation. That stream control 
la feasible and practicable has been 
amply proved by the exhaustive stud* 
lea made into this subject In the 
western part of the state. A volun- 
tary commission in the city of Pitts- 
burgh engaged m this work tor the 
purpose of "suggesting a plan or 
plans by which some practical means 
may be had to protect tbe city from 
floods," and it was first believed that 
the problem should be treated entirely 
from a local stand-point It soon be- 
came evident, however, that the prob- 
lem could not be considered only in its 
local aspect, for the relation of 
Pittsburgh's flood losses to those of 
other communities above and below 
was too obvious. Nor could the mood 
problem be long considered by itself. 
At every point, its relation to prob- 
lems of navigation, water supply, 
sewerage, and ether uses stood out 
So that finally the Commission de- 
termined that it would not do its 
duty to the community if it reported 
simply OB means to protect Pitts- 
burgh from floods; but that it must 
consider the problem from the com* 
ty, state and national point of view 
aa well; in other words, that the 
only suitable solution would be that 
which assured at the lowest possible 
east the greatest possible total bene- 
fit of all hteda for the greatest um- 
ber of people throughout the Ohfc> 


Better Road* !•«**•» Farsj Values. 


To determine, as lar as possible, 


the exact dollars and cents effect on 
a county of the improvement of bad 
roads, specialists of the ofllct of pub- 
lic roads ami' rural riiKinccring of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, made economic surveys in 
eitfiit counties in each of thr years 
from 1910 to 1915, inclusive. 


This study of the increase in the 


value's of farm lands in the eight 
counties reveal', the rather interest- 
ing fact that followirj? the improve- 
ments of the main market roads, such 
as have been built recently in Anne 
Arundel and other Maryland coun- 
ties, the increase in the selling price 
of tilable farm lands served by the 
roads has amounted to form one to 
three times the total cost of the im- 
provements. The increase in values 
in those instances which were re- 
corded ranged from 63 per cent, to 80 
per cent. The estimates of increase 
were based for the most part upon 
the territory within a distance of one 
mile on each side of the roads im- 
proved. 


In Spottsylvania county, Va., a 


careful record was made in 1910 ef 
thirty-five farms located on the road 
selected for improvement. 
Of tbe 


seven farms sold in 1912, the prkes 
actually paid show increases of fronr - 
37 to 116 per cent over the 1910 valu- 
ation. 
The average value after the 


roads were improved was $28.26 per 
acre, as compared with $17.31 previ- 
ous to the improvement. 


In 1913 four transfers of farm land 


were on the basis of $30.11 per aece, 
whereas the properties were listed *• 
1910 at only $13.89 per acre. 
It ap- 


pears that 1,451 acres sold in 1014 in- 
creased in value $28,500. or 80"per 
cent, or from $24.46 to $44.10 per acre. 


In Lee county, Va., a study of eiglit 


tracts along the roads before and af- 
ter improvement indicated that these 
properties increased about $33 per 
acre, or about 70 per cent. 


In Wise county. Va., a study ef 


eight representative farms located en 
roads showed that they increased «a 
value from an average of $49.06 o«r 
acre before improvement to $7944 af> < 
ter the roads were improved. T»ete- 
were increases in valuation in ot&er 
sections of from $60 to $00, OF even 
$100, per acre. 


In Franklin county, N. Y., the fig- 


ures seem to indicate that the changt 
from earth, sandy and loam roads Jo 
bituminous macadam was followed 
by increases averaging $12.50 per acf e 
or about 30.7 per cent. 


The same result.was noted fa ev«ry 
section surveyed.

The standardized marking of the

ing out. The men behind the Lincoln 
Highway Association feel that their 
little organization is accomplishing 
big results, not only in actual road 
construction, but in the education of 
the American public to the proper 
viewpoint on the subject of roads— 
roads as a national consideration. 


The 
Bankhead-Shackleford 
Bill 


which became kn Act of Congress in 
July, providing $75,000,000.00 from the 
Federal treasury for aid to the states 
in constructing their main highways, 
is a step in the right direction and 
shows the trend of the times. With- 
out 'a doubt tqe passage of this Act 
was a reflection of the kind of pub- 
lic sentiment which the 
Lincoln 


Highway Association and kindred or- 
ganizations are creating. 
It is becoming of greater and great- 


er interest to the people of the 
crowded East that the trans-state 
road in Nebraska, in Wyoming and in 
Nevada be improved.

-said in truth to stand outside its in- 
fluence or to be safe against its dis- 
turbing effects. And yet the concrete 
objects for which it is being waged 
have never been definitely stated. 


"'The leaders of the several bel- 


ligerents have, as has been said, stat- 
ed those objects in general terms. 
.Set. stated in general terms, they 
-seem the same on both sides. Never 
-yet have the authoritative spokes- 
-inen of either side avowed the pre- 
•cise objects which would, if attained, 
satisfy them and their ^people that 
the war had been fought out. The 
world has been left to conjecture 
-what definite results, what actual ex- 
change of guarantees, what political 
or territorial changes or readjust- 
ments, what stage of military success 
even, would bring the war to an end.

Proptr Breathing. 


To breathe properly take a deep, slow 


breath, another and another. Put both 
tbe hands on your ribs and see how 
they expand and contract aa you 
breathe in a-id out. Put one hand on 
the low ribs in front and the other op- 
posite it on the back. Feel how the 
back swells as you breathe. There 
is a powerful muscle called the dia- 
phragm that divides the chest from the 
abdomen. As the heart and lungs are 
in the chest, the diaphragm may be 
called the Ccor of the chest. It Is fas- 
tened to the backbone, the ribs and the 
sternum, or breastbone. And when 
people speak of diaphragmatic breath- 
Ing they mean just what we are doins 
now—filling: the lungs with air and 
emptying them by tbe expansion and 
contraction.
